Two Killed In Auto-Pacific 
Electric Crash Here Today

With terrific force and_ tragic 
suddenness, two lives were claim- | 
ed when an automobile crashed | 
into the west bound Pacific Elec: | 
trie train at the Central avenue} 
crossing this morning. 

The victims were Mr. and Mrs. 
R. D. Tucker, 665 Maryland ave- | 
nue, Claremont. She was killed in- 
stantly and the husband died a| 
short time later at the San An- 
tonio Community hospital. The ac- 
cident occurred at about 7:30 a. m. 
An imquest is pending, according} 
to Deputy Coroner Ed Doyle. 

The couple were driving south 
on Central avenue. Investigation 
revealed the automobile struck the 
front end of the second car in the 
electric train, the motorists run- 
ning into the red cars. 

BODIES ABE MANGLED 

With a terrific rebound, the 
electric train sent the automobile | 
crashing into the power pole and | 
the mangled, twisted bodies were | 
carried several hundred feet the | 


| 


fore being dropped along the 
right-of-way. 

So terrific was the impact the 
autamobile shook and loosened the | 
power pole, placed deep in the} 
heavy rock soil. f | 

Rate of the speed of the Pacific 
Electric car was not determined, 
but Mr. Doyle reported the train} 
was stopped after it had gone/ 
1,350 feet west of the crossing. | 

ENROUTE TO WORK 

Mr. Tucker was an employe of 
Armetrong’s nursery and it is be- 
lieved he was enroute to hig work | 
in ome of the nursery fields when: 
the accident occurred. Mrs. Tucker 
was a saleswoman for a greeting 
card and novelty company. They | 
are survived by an 18-year-old 
daughter, Mary Louise, of Palm 
Springs, and a gon, Robert. 

One year ago the Central ave- 
nue crossing was the scene of} 
another fatal automobile accident, 
Mrs. Lester O'Neal being the vic- 
tim. Mrs. Boris Cherbak and | 
children were also injured previous j 
ta the O’Neal accident while cross: | 
ing the tracks. 

Stone funeral home ambulance 
Was summoned in this morning’s 
tragic crash.

Mr. and Mrs. Tucker resided in 
Ontario until about a year ago, 
when they moved to Claremont.

The ‘“‘debunking’’ of national heroes is quite a fad in this 
realistic age. Best selling biographies dispel the fleeey clouds 
of idealism in which we wrap our historie idols, and reveal them 


as fallible human beings instead of paragons of all the virtues. 


Yet that fad—like most ‘‘modern’’ fads—is as old as his- 
tory itself. In fact, as every sehoolboy knows, one of the se- 
verest debunkers of George Washington, whose birthday we 
celebrate this week, was his great contemporary, Thomas Jef- 
ferson, who wrote of him: ‘‘His mind was slow in op- 
eration, being little aided by invention or imagination. 5 be 
His temper was naturally irritable his colloquial talents 
Were not above mediocrity, possessing neither copiousness of 
ideas nor flueney of words see 

That part of Jefferson's estimate of Washington seems to 
“‘debunk’’ the Father of his Country to the stature of the most 
common among us—with ordinary faults and petty weakness- 
es. How, then, was Washington so great? Jefferson also wrote 
of him: ‘‘His integrity was the most pure, his justice the most 
inflexible I have ever known; no motives of interest or con- 
sanguinity, of friendship or hatred being able to bias his decis- 
jon. He was, indeed, a wise, a good, and a great man.”’ 

That penetrating conclusion discloses the mountain of un 
assailable character upon which Washington's greatness rests. 
With ‘‘integrity most pure, justice most inflexible’’, it matters 


little that Washington was ‘‘slow in thought, unready in speech, 
at times short-tempered’’. lis possession of minor, human 
shortcomings simply makes George Washington the more lov 
able to a gratetul posterity. ‘‘Debunking’’ but enhances true 
greatness.

a serious accident while reading 
an account of Jesus’ healing min- 
istry in the Gospel of Matthew. 
This, following her many years of 
earnest study of the Bible, led to 
her discovery of the Science, or 
spiritual understanding, which en- 
abled Jesus to perform His so- 
called miracles. Jesus taught those 
who came to Him that in order to 
do the works He did, they must 
have faith that God can do all 
things, and be willing to exchange 








a false concept of man for the 
true. 
It was pointed out that there 


are two records of creation given 
in the first chapters of the book of 
Genesis, and that, inasmuch as 
they are contradictory, one of them 
must be false. Christian Science, 
it was declared, accepts the first 
record, the account of the spiritual 
creation, as the true. In this crea- 
tion God made everything that was 
made, but He made everything 
good, not both good and evil, as 
some are inclined to believe. This 
is one of the fundamental differ- 
ences between the teachings of 
Christian Science and other relig- 
ions that also teach there is only 
one God. If this one God made 
everything good, then this elimin- 
ates a creation or existence of evil 
and it is from this premise that 
Christian Science approaches the 
destruction of the false belief in 
sin, sickness, and death. 

The kingdom of heaven, which 
Jesus taught is “within you,” is 
not a far-off country, but a har- 
monious state of existence, or 
thinking, which can be gained and 
jenjoyed right here and now.

Jesus attrib- 

uted seeming failure to lack of 

faith, or unbelief. 

The problem of salvation from 
j sin, sickness, and death is indi- 
vidual. Each one must work it 
out for himself through regenera- 
tion of thinking, through an ex- 
change of a material viewpoint for 
spiritual comprehension. God 
works with each one, for God and 
man are inseparable.
